Graying but still self-assured, 


former deputy district attorney Jack 
Kirschke will be able to wiggle his 
toes in the sand and walk the beach 
next month—released after almost 
10 years in prison for the April, 
1987, murder of his wife, Elaine, 
and her lover, Orville William 
Drankhan. 


Kirschke contended he was at- 


tending a Las Vegas Rotary Club 
convention at the time the two were 
shot to death in the bedroom of the 


Kirschke's exclusive home in the 
Naples area of Long Beach. He was 
convicted of two counts of first- 
degree murder. 


THE STATE Parole Board has 


set an April release date for him, 
Kirschke said, but he expects to get 
out some time in February because 
of time credited to prisoners who 
have been no discipline problem. 


In an interview at the Califor- 


nia Rehabilitation Center at Norco 
where he is assigned as part of a 
50-man work force from Chino 
State Prison, Kirschke sat with his 
wife of six months, and talked of 
his future plans. 


"I have no resentments . . . I 


have no psychological feelings be- 
cause of the tragedy," he says, "so 
I wouldn't avoid the (Naples) 
area." 


However, he says, he will not 


move into the Long Beach home of 
his bride immediately, but will live 
for a time with his psychologist- 


sister, Evalyn Taylor, in Santa 
Ana. 


"Even though most people say 


I've weathered the emotional 
trauma of prison well, nevertheless 
there's pressure in prison and I 
think it's wise to have a period of 
controlled decompression ... to get 
used to the idea of freedom. 


"1 FEEL I must move cau- 


tiously—not only in this relation- 
ship," he says, touching his wife's 
hand, "but with all of them. I've 
got to become acquainted with her 
children." 


Kirschke's wife, Sarah, who he 


married in a quiet ceremony in the 
prison's visiting room last June 2, 
is a bookkeeper with two children, 
aged 10 and 12. 


They met, he says, 12 years ago 


when she was a bookkeeper at the 
Long Beach Yacht Club and he was 
one of the club's top officers.

greeted him with "God bless you 
and God be with you" and made 
scant reference to his pardon of 
Vietnam-era draft evaders, hardly 
a day old.

I let the nation know who was in 
charge," Carter told reporters at 
the end of the receptions — the last 
parties in a three-day celebration 
of his inauguration.

Chill settles

WASHINGTON (AP>-Custo- 


dians began lowering thermostats 
at the White House Saturday to 
carry out President Carter's direc- 
tive to save energy by keeping the 
temperature in federal buildings at 
no more than 65 degrees during the 
day and 55 at night.

homes chilly and fuel shortages 
looming, additional cold weather 
and snow may be on their way to 
the eastern half of the nation after 
barely a two-day break in the cold 
wave. 


The National Weather Service 


issued winter storm watches for 
today in Indiana, southern Illinois, 
northern Kentucky, northeastern 
Kansas, southeastern Iowa and 
most of Missouri. 


Layoffs connected with the cold 


wave continued to plague the east- 
ern half of the nation despite the 
moderating temperatures 
toward 


the end of the week. Officials said 
the problem was unlikely to im- 
prove much in the near future. 


OFFICIALS estimated that up 


to 150,000 migrant farm laborers 
were out of work in Florida as a 
result of the crop-killing freeze. Up 
to 22,000 coal miners have been laid 
off in West Virginia because coal 
has frozen in railroad cars, and 
river barges normally available 
have been stopped by ice. In Geor- 
gia, at least 50,000 workers were 
laid off because there wasn't 
enough natural gas to run mills and 
factories, state officials reported. 


Pennsylvania state officials re- 


ported Saturday that 265,000 work- 
ers were idled during the past week 
because of the cold wave. 


Other states also reported thou- 


sands of workers laid off by plant 
closings or partial shutdowns be- 
cause of energy cutbacks. 


For the Southeast the problem 


goes back to the early fall. 


OCTOBER was 105 per cent 


colder than normal in the South, 
November 52 per cent, December 
24 per cent and early January 50 
per cent, said Frank Harrison of 
Southern Natural Gas. 


That meant Southern Natural 


had to begin dipping into its re- 
serves at its huge Muldin storage 
field in Mississippi too soon. 


By this week, the field was 


more than two-thirds empty, he 
said. 


"We normally don't begin with- 


drawing gas from that field until 
December," said Harrison. "This 
year, it was so cold in October that 
we had to withdraw two billion 
cubic feet of gas in October."

Abortion foes rally Carter is host

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Oppo- 


nents of abortions marched from 
the Capitol to the White House on 
Saturday to demonstrate their sup- 
port for a constitutional amend- 
ment to ban them. 


Saturday was the fourth anni- 


versary of a Supreme Court deci- 
sion that eased legal restrictions on 
abortions. 


Officials of the "March 
for 


Life" estimated the number of 
demonstrators at 100.000. Capitol 
police estimated the crowd at 35,- 
000. 


The marchers bundled them- 


selves against winds and tempera- 
tures in the 20s and waved signs 
such as "Give Life a Chance," 
"Life Not Death" and "Life Ain't 
Peanuts, Jimmy." 
. 
Nellie J. Gray, president of the 


"March for Life" organization, said 
she met Saturday with Jack Wat- 
son, an aide to President Carter, 
and urged that no federal funds be 
spent for abortions and that Carter 
"establish a pro-life leadership."

The marchers rallied at the El- 


lipse behind the White House for 30 
minutes and listened to speeches 
against abortion and in favor of the 
constitutional amendment. 


At an earlier rally on the west 


steps of the Capitol, former New 
York Sen. James L. Buckley. R- 
Con.-N.Y., said that under the Su- 
preme Court's liberalization of 
abortion laws "a million lives will 
be taken every year unless we stop 
it." 


Sen. Orrin G. Hatch. R-Utah. 


said abortions "are an epidemic 
that ought to be stamped out now." 
Rep. Robert E. Bauman. R-Md., 
jaid "abortion is nothing bhurt u[ 
murder."

Other speakers against abortion

The crowd listened to speeches

Mondale leaves today for 
talks with nation's allies

Marinas — public or private? 


Two marinas which would change the face of the 


downtown Long Beach shoreline are under study to 
see if they would: Make a profit for the city. 2.

Environmentalists, planners, engineers and fiscal 


analysts are involved in a massive feasibility study 
which is costing the city $370,000 and expected to 
determine whether or not the marinas are worth the 
more than $25 million which would be spent on them. 


The largest of the two marinas would occupy the 


shoreline in front of the convention center and arena 
and extend to Island Grissom. it would provide 1,776 
slips and other small craft facilities at an estimated 
cost of $20 million. 


The second and more controversial plan calls for 


the construction of a 571-slip marina for about $5.5 
million between the Queensway Hilton Hotel and the 
Queen Mary. 


A third proposal has been abandoned. It was a 


plan by 20th Century Fox to build a marina at Pier J. 
The depth of the water at that site would make 
construction too costly. 


The council approved the feasibility study for the 


two proposals after they were told it would help 
revitalize the downtown area. Councilman Wes Car- 
roll said it would bring desperately needed money to 


the shoreline and estimated a return to the city oi 
$500,000 a year. The marinas could, he speculated, 
serve as a springboard for a mall and a new hotel in 
downtown Long Beach. 


The study, contracted by the Community Devel- 


opment Department, will explore these possibilities, 
according to project manager Dean Boatright. It will 
examine as a major objective "revitalizing the down- 
town area in congress with redevelopment efforts and 
create a cash flow which would offset dwindling 
Tidelands oil revenues. 


The study will include an hydrologic model to 


determine the effects of breakwaters and other 
marina construction on the flow of water. 


City officials are spurred by what appears to be 


a virtually unlimited demand for boat slips and by 
the success they have had with the Long Beach 
marina on the eastern edge of the city. 


The facts speak eloquently in favor of a marina 


as a financial venture. 


Marine Department Director Eric Lucas is 


proud of the Long Beach Marina. He says it is the 
largest municipally owned and operated marina in 
the world. It has been judged to be one of the best in 
the state by members of the California Association of 
Port Captains and Harbor Masters. 


And it makes money, "From a business stand- 


point it has never cost the city oi Long Beach a 
nickel: The marina has always produced a cash flow 
and with rates that are below market," Lucas says. 


SINCE THE MARINA was built, interest in 


boating has soared. Power Squadron courses in boat- 
ing have prepared many for boat ownership, but 
without a place to keep them would-be sailors have 
become names on a waiting list. There are 10,000 
persons on the list and most of them have virtually 
no chance of getting a slip in the near future. The 
pressure of demand increases while the supply of 
slips grows slowly. One reason for this is "the coastal 
initiative has reduced the ability of agencies to build 
slips at will," according to Lucas. 


Sluggish supply and unlimited demand have pro- 


vided what most city officials and some businessmen 
see as an opportunity to fill a need and make a profit. 
The two downtown marinas would more than double 
the number of slips made available by the city. 


The idea of small-craft marinas lacing the down- 


town shores is not without its critics. They surfaced 
at public hearings last year and expressed these 
fears and objections:

they hope visitors someday will walk and ride bicy- 
cles.

services, explained that "we breathe for the baby 
with the help of a respirator" when respiratory 
distress occurs. 


"It usually takes three to five days for the baby 


to recover," he says. 


The other babies weighed as follows at birth: 


Jill, 3 pounds 4 ounces, and Jennifer, 2 pounds, 9.5 
ounces. 


The babies are doing well at present, Dr. Modan- 


lou says. They are receiving the general care re- 
quired by all premature babies (the Hendricks babies 
were six weeks premature).

Out Take Records, that marvelous new firm that 


produced volumes 1 and 2 of the collected musical 
numbers cut from Hollywood movie musicals, is now 


performing another beneficial service. Hugh Fordin, 
the brain behind this enterprise, has wisely seen the 
fun and profit in re-releasing discarded, discontinued 
stock from old labels that has been lying around 
gathering dust in warehouses. 


The result is two new releases by musical stars 


Elaine Stritch and Nancy Walker that were released 
originally on the now-defunct Dolphin label. Now 
generations of new fans can discover for themselves 
the original sparks of wisdom and sass that make 
these two ladies the established stars they are today. 


Long before she became the rage of TV and the 


indomitable "Rosie" on the paper towel commer-

cials, Nancy Walker was a tough, wise and relent- 
lessly individual interpreter of Broadway show 
music. This album only reminds me of how much 
we've missed since she deserted the stage to make a 
living. 


Her witty arrangement of "My Cousin From 


Milwaukee" makes it all clear where Bette Midler 
got the idea to do it her way. Her famous rendition of 
"Milkman, Keep Those Bottles Quiet" is happily 
included, as well as some of her historic hits from 
"On The Town" and "Look, Ma, I'm Dancin.'" 


There's plenty of bounce here, but she had a soft, 


bruised-heart quality she seldom displayed, heard to 
fine advantage on Ira Gershwin's lyrics for "I Can't 
Get Started" and Leonard Bernstein's "Some Other 
Time." 


Elaine Snitch's new fame as a serious actress in 


London has resulted in a lapse of singing perform- 
ances and a near eclipse of her career in America, 
but nobody who ever heard her original cast record- 
ings of "Goldilocks," "Sail Away" and (more re- 
cently) Sondheim's "Company" can easily forget the 
special lusty, low-voiced lustre with which she mows 
down a song like marsh grass. She re-defines the 
word "sophistication." 


Since a number of years has passed since this 


album was originally released, record buffs can tell 
you what a rare and valuable find it is. (The original 
now sells for hundreds of dollars!) 


The sound fidelity is fresh and sparkling new, 


the arrangements by Portia Nelson are witty and 
swinging and Stritch never sounded more alluring. 
Her humorous send-up of Carmen Mirtnda on "Are 
You Having Any Fun" is a dank, her gentle reading 


of "There's A Lull in My Life" is ample proof of what 
she sounded like before her voice developed its later 
sock-'em-dead delivery, and on "And The Angels 
Sing" she proves she can scat with the best of the 
big-band-era vocalists. 


The Nancy Walker and Elaine Stritch albums 


are gems from the past worth owning, and are 
available at $7.50 each (including postage and ship- 
ping) for a limited time only from Out Take Records, 
P.O. Box 298, Ansonia Pattern, New York, N.Y. 10023. 


ELAINE STRITCH turns up again, newly 


recorded the way she sounds today, on Ben Bagley's 
"Oscar Hammerstein Revisited," a tender, nostalgic 
and truly melodic valentine to the late lyricist that 
features some of his most wondrous and sadly ne- 
glected songs, performed to perfection by Blossom 
Dearie, Gloria Swanson, Cab Calloway, Patrice Mun- 
sel, Alfred Drake, Dorothy Loudon, and — in a very 
rare and appealing vocal appearance — the legend- 
ary poet lyricist man about town, E. Y. Harburg. 


Marburg performs Oscar's obscure "Sweetest 


Sight I've Ever Seen," with music by Jerome Kern, 
so brightly and so wisely that a lot of singers and 
noisemakers 50 years younger could learn something 
if they only had the intelligence to listen to a master. 


An unusual blues with music by Sigmund Rom- 


berg called "11 Levee Street" was suggested by 
Harold Arlen, who knows more than anybody else 
about such matters, and sung smashingly by Blossom 
Dearie. The historic "All in Fun" is given a wistful 
reading by Elaine Stritch that cuts through the 
schmaltz and shines. 


One of the best parts of the Ben Bagley series 


devoted to the works of theater and film composers is 
the liner-notes.— irreverant, saucy, often excruciat- 
ingly funny and usually true tidbits of gossip and 
personal revelations written in a style that stings and 
Stuns. 


At the end of a particularly beautiful 1935 


Hammerstein-Romberg ballad called "Dance, My 
Darlings," Mr. Bagley writes: "The marching feet at 
the end of this number can either symbolize the Nazis 
entering a village in World War II or represent the 
Record Industry Philistines of today — men like 
Clive Davis, president of Arista Records, who in- 
formed me that 'a recording of Oscar Hammerstein 
songs would not be meaningful in 1976.'" 


Shocking as that sounds, it's typical of the dan- 


gerous attitudes of toe moguls who run the record 
industry, genuflect daily to Bob Dylan posers and 
destroy the quality of our lives. Bagley is doing a 
beautiful job of keeping music alive through his 
albums honoring Ira Gershwin, Harold Arlen, Rodg- 
ers and Hart, Cole Porter, Noel Coward, Irving 


Berlin, Jerome Kern, Vernon Duke and others.

4'Megavitamins discounted 


There's no evidence that megavitamin therapy is 


effective, says a consultant to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


Megavitamin therapy is the administration of 


massive quantities of vitamins. Some researchers 
have claimed success with this approach in the 
treatment of conditions such as mental retardation, 
schizophrenia, depression, alcoholism, senility, learn- 
ing disability and the common cold. 


Walter Wolman, Ph. D., of Chicago, reviews the 


question and nots that most of the various claims 
have been directed toward the treatment of schizo- 
phrenia, a group of severe mental disorders. But a 
special task force of Ihe American Psychiatric As- 
sociation has found that the approach is not effective 
in alleviating schizophrenia.

Excessive drinking during pregnancy can lead to 


birth defecls, a doctor reports. 


Dr. James W. Hanson, assistant professor of 


pdiatrics at the University of Iowa, Iowa City, tells of 
a two-year study of 41 babies born to women with 
severe alcohol problems. 


The babies were smaller than average, had 


heart defects and showed poor facial and head 
growth. 


In another study of infants of alcoholic mothers, 


17 per cent of the group died in the newborn period. 
Of those that survived, 44 per cent developed IQs of 
80 or below. 


Dr. Hanson says doctors still don't know what a 


safe level of alcohol is for the pregnant woman and 
her baby. 


The report appears in American Family Physi- 


cian, a medical journal. 


Tension headache 


The drug ibuprofen is as effective as aspirin in 


relieving tension headache, reports a headache spe- 
cialist. 


The finding is reported by Dr. Robert E. Ryan 


Sr.. a professor al St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, St. Louis, Mo. 


Dr. Ryan told a meeting of the American Associ- 


ation for the Study of Headache that side effects of 
ibuprofen, when they occur, are mild. Nausea is the 
most common side effect. 


The significance of the finding is that ibuprofen 


may be an appropriate medication for those persons 
who can't take aspirin.

What are victim's rights* 


DEAR DR. MENNINGER: 
Regarding the statement of the death penalty as 


cruel and unusual punishment for murderers, isn't it 
cruel for the victim to be in his grave? Isn't it 
unusual to be put there before his life is truly over? 
Where are his rights? Who screams for his rights? — 
Anonymous, Cleveland, Ohio. 


This is one of the notes which came after a 


column which attempted to look at various aspects of 
the continuing discussion about the death penalty. It 
seems almost ironic that one subject which just won't 
die is the death penalty! 


With the saga of Gary Gilmore in Utah, it's been 


back in the headlines again. With the new year, the 
issue is coming up in legislatures anew. In California, 
Gov. Jerry Brown has promised to veto any new 
death penalty bills, after the California Supreme 
Court declared an existing one unconstitutional. 


Early this month, I attended a psychiatric meet- 


ing where the subject was once again discussed. I 
really didn't expect to hear any new ideas at the 
meeting. But from a panel which included a stale 
senator, a district judge and a lawyer for the state 
correctional system, I did. 


It was the legal counsel for the Kansas State 


corrections system, Bernie Dunn, who presented an 
intriguing idea. He is familiar with the situation of 
men who have been sentenced to life in prison in an 
antiquated state penitentiary with few opportunities 
for meaningful activity. He knows how degrading 
such an existence can be and how hopeless life there 
can become. 


To be confined to a cell for the rest of one's life 


may be worse than death. Some have even suggested 
that the death penalty may be more humane than the 
present sentence of life imprisonment in some states. 


DUNN'S IDEA: in view of the dismal future of 


life in prison, give the offender who might get such a 
sentence an option — life imprisonment or death. 


Of course, some people might get upset about 


giving a convicted murderer any choice. When Gil- 
more tried to commit suicide and thereby dprive the 
state of its opportunity to kill him, a number of 
people were quite upset. 


And there are those people who have a strong 


emotional commitment to supporting the death 
penalty. You may recall there was no shortage of 
volunteers for the firing squad to execute Gilmore 
when the initial execution date was set. 


At the psychiatric meeting, the state senator on 


the panel expressed concern that the public, upset 
about the crime, mistakenly believes that the death 
penalty will reduce crime. There is no clear evidence 
that it will, or ever has in the past. 


But that's beside the point. Capital punishment is 


a symbol. As one person put it, it is a "thunderous 
statement" by a society that thou shall not kill. And 
it does provide society with vengeance, as well as 
eliminating some "bad" persons. 


Many of those who oppose capital punishment 
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are troubled by (heir own conscience — it is wrong to 
kill, even by the state; and two wrongs don't make a 
right or really help the victim — or by a realistic 
concern that the death penalty is an act of retribution 
which cannot be undone. 


GOV. BROWN is one motivated by conscience. 


In spite of a 2 to 1 margin in favor of a California 
initiative in 1972 supporting the death penalty, he will 
not support it as long as he is governor. 


Actually, there is a tendency to get trapped into 


an either/or position on capital punishment. Most 
people have mixed feelings about it and are not all 
one-sided. Thus il is an interesting alternative to 


suggest the convicted offender be given the option — 
death or life in prison?

IN-SIGHTS 


W/?af are victim's rights? 


DEAR DR. MENNINGER: 
Regarding the statement of the death penalty as 


cruel and unusual punishment for murderers, isn't it 
cruel for the victim to be in his grave? Isn't it 
unusual to be put there before his life is truly over? 
Where are his rights? Who screams for his rights? — 
Anonymous, Cleveland, Ohio. 


This is one of the notes which came after a ' 


column which attempted to look at various aspects of 
the continuing discussion about the death penalty. It 
seems almost ironic that one subject which just won't 
die is the death penalty! 


With the saga of Gary Gilmore in Utah, it's been 


back in.the headlines again. With the new year, the 
issue is coming up in legislatures anew. In California, 
Gov. Jerry Brown has promised to veto any new 
death penalty bills, after the California Supreme 
Court declared an existing one unconstitutional. 


Early this month, I attended a psychiatric meet- 


ing where the subject was once again discussed. 1 
really didn't expect to hear any new ideas at the 
meeting. But from a panel which included a state 
senator, a district judge and a lawyer for the state 
correctional system, I did. 


It was the legal counsel for the Kansas State 


corrections system, Bernie Dunn, who presented an 
intriguing idea. He is familiar with the situation of 
men who have been sentenced to life in prison in an 
antiquated state penitentiary with few opportunities 
for meaningful activity. He knows how degrading 
such an existence can be and how hopeless life there 
can become. 


To be confined to a cell for the rest of one's life 


may be worse than death. Some have even suggested 
that the death penalty may be more humane than the 
present sentence of life imprisonment in some states. 


DUNN'S IDEA: in view of "the dismal future of 


life in prison, give the offender who might get such a 
sentence an option — life imprisonment or death. 


Of course, some people might get upset about 


giving a convicted murderer any choice. When Gil- 
more tried to commit suicide and thereby dprive the 
state of its opportunity to kill him, a number of 
people were quite upset. 


And there are those people who have a strong 


emotional commitment to supporting the death 
penalty. You may recall there was no shortage of 
volunteers for the firing squad to execute Gilmore 
when the initial execution date was set. 


At the psychiatric meeting, the state senator on 


the panel expressed concern that the public, upset 
about the crime, mistakenly believes that the death 
penalty will reduce crime. There is no clear evidence 
that it will, or ever has in the past. 


But that's beside the point. Capital punishment is 


a symbol. As one person put it, it is a "thunderous 
statement" by a spciety that thou shall not kill. And 
it does provide society with vengeance, as well as 
eliminating some "bad" persons. 


Many of those who oppose capital punishment 
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are troubled by their own conscience — it is wrong to 
kill, even by the state; and two wrongs don't make a 
right or really help the victim — or by a realistic 
concern that the death penalty is an act of retribution 
which cannot be undone. 


GOV. BROWN is one motivated by conscience. 


In spite of a 2 to 1 margin in favor of a California 
initiative in 1972 supporting the death penalty, he will 
not support it as long as he is governor. 


Actually, there is a tendency to get trapped into 


an either/or position on capital punishment. Most 
people have mixed feelings about it and are not all 
one-sided. Thus it is an interesting alternative to 


suggest the convicted offender be given the option — 
death or life in prison?

Randell L. Makinson, curator of the

and Fine Arts, is exhibition director. Origi- 
nal plans, drawings, watercolor sketches. 
furniture, leaded glass, lighting fixtures, 
hardware, garden pottery and archive and 
contemporary color and black and white 
photographs comprise the exhibit. 


Born in Brighton, Ohio, the Greene 


brothers were the sons of Thomas Sumner 
Greene and Lelia Ariana Greene. They 
attended Calvin Woodward's Manual 
Training High School in St. Louis, the first 
school of its kind in America. Woodward, 
strongly influenced by John RusMn and 
William Morris, introduced the concept of 
the dignity of craftsmanship and the philo- 
sophies of the arts and crafts movement to 


. the United States. Through him, the 


Greenes learned the fundamentals of 
materials, tools and workmanship that be- 
came the basis of their work. 


THE BROTHERS enrolled in the archi- 


tectural curriculum at Massachusetts in 


1888 but, feeling frustrated by training that 
they considered stifling to their creative 
ideas, they left in 1891 to apprentice them- 
selves to various architects. Then in 1893 
they visited their parents in Pasadena, 
were fascinated with California life, land- 
scape, missions and freedom 
from 


tradition. When they got a commission to 
design a small house in Pasadena, they 
decided to stay on the West Coast. 


They became enormously 
successful. 


Wood was their primary medium. Working 
with craftsmen that they themselves 
trained, they explored new ways to use 
wood. Their designs were bold, relaxed, 
with hints of the Orient, the Swiss Alps and 
the missions of California.

No interest in'flat' sell 


DEAR MR. SMITH: In June. I sold a bond and 


the broker's confirmation showed that I received 
credit for a substantial amount of accrued interest. 
However, he now tells me that the accrued interest 
cannot be paid because thai particular bond sold 
"flat" at the time of trade. 


This was news to both him and to me. This 


particular bond was not in arrears or default, and the 
company paid the next scheduled interest payment 
on time. The broker said this made no difference, 
because the bond allegedly sold flat at time of trade. 


The New York Stock Exchange does n seem lo 


know how to answer this case, as there arc no bond

specialists on the Exchange. In the event the broker 
does not pay me for the accrued interest, can it be 
shown as a loss for income tax purposes? if so. how' 
do I report it? - G. C. 


If you still have no explanation you may wish to 


write to the corporation, the exchange, if any. on 
which the bond is traded, and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. If that doesn't help and if you 
can'l prove fraud, there would be no reportablc loss 
due to the reduced proceeds. 


You would allocate the flat price between princi- 


pal and interest. The interest can be computed based 
on the number of days from the last inters! payment 
you received, to the date of (he sale. The reduced 
proceeds would then decrease the capital gain or 
increase the capital loss of the bond itself. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I am a citizen of Mexico 


living in the United States, but my wife still lives in 
Mexico. Are we allowed to file a joint return under 
the new law? — R. K. 


Yes. under the 1976 Tax Reform Act, effective 


for 1976, by formal election by you and your wife, 
your wife is considered a resident for federal income 
tax purposes, and all world-wide income of both must 
be reported. Once so elected, you would have an 
annual decision as to the filing of joint or separate 
returns. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I plan to sell my home for 


JSfi.Oflfl. 20 per cent down, and the balance monthly 
over 20 years. There is a mortgage of $25.000. 1 paid 


$35,«K) for the property s.x years ago. I bought mj 
current mobile home on June 20. 19ib tor $21.000. 


To report my profit as I colled the installments, 


I would list the down payment, plus the monthly 
principal pay off, multiply the sum of the two by the 
percentage of profit in the sale and enter this amount 
as a long-term gain. Is this proceedure modified 
because I am 72 years of age and part of the profits 
from the sale of the old home are offset by the 
purchase of a new home? — 0. A. Y. 


If you lived in your old residence at least me 


vears and if you never claimed a "once-m-a-life- 
iimc" exclusion before, you will benefit from claim- 
ing il when you make the sale. 
. 


The exclusion of $35,000 for sales in 19/7. is about 


44 per cent of your $80,000 sale price, so that about 
$20,000 of your $45,000 profit will be excluded. Only 
$35 000 will be taxable over the 20 years. And remem- 
ber that if the buyer assumes your mortgage, your 
profit percentage i's obtained by dividing the taxable 
gain into $55,000 (sale price less mortgage). And 
finally, when you fill out IRS Form 2119 to claim your 
exclusion you will find that the investment of $21,000 
in a new mobile home is loo small to reduce your 
taxable gain. 


DEAR MR.SMITH: I have earned $300 as a free- 


lance writer in 1976. Can I put the full amount into 
my Keogh Plan, since it was less than $750? — F. VV. 


The new law has made clear that you can put the 


entire $300 into your Keogh Plan for 1976. Self- 
employed earnings of up to $750 per year can be 
contributed in full. Of course, you must reduce the 
gross amount you receive due lo related deductions 
lii order to compute your self-employment earnings. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I have noted your explana- 


tions of sick-pay for retired people. During 1976 1 
received sick pay from my company. Workmen's 
Compensation and Social Security disability. The 
disability retirement f r o m my company hasn't 
started yet. What do I report for 1976? - J. W. D.. L. 
K. D., and H. J. M. 


Sick pay received in 1976 before retirement, is 


taxable the same as wages. Workmen's Compensa- 
tion, Social Security disability, and also disability 
payments on insurance that you pay for all are 
completely tax-free. Any payments you receive after 
retirement and until you are 65. are subject to the 
special rules explained in a previous column.

No interest in 'flat' sel 


DEAR MR. SMITH: In June. I sold a bond and 


the broker's confirmation showed that I received 
credit for a substantial amount of accrued, interest. 
However, he now tells me that the accrued interest 
cannot be paid because that particular bond sold 
"flat" at the time of trade. 


This was news to both him and to me. This 


particular bond was not in arrears or default, and the 
company paid the next scheduled interest payment 
on time. The broker said this made no difference, 
because the bond allegedly sold flat at time of trade. 


The New York Stock Exchange does n seem to 


know how to answer this case, as there are no bond

specialists on the Exchange. In the event the broker 
does not pay me for the accrued interest, can it be 
shown as a loss for income tax purposes? if so, how 
do I report it?-G.C. 


If you still have no explanation you may wish to 


write to the corporation, the exchange, if any. on 
which the bond is traded, and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. If that doesn't help and if you 
can't prove fraud, there would be no reportable loss 
due to the reduced proceeds. 


You would allocate the flat price between princi- 


pal and interest. The interest can be computed based 
on the number of days from the last inters! payment 
you received, to the date of the sale. The reduced 
proceeds would then decrease the capital gain or 
increase the capital loss of the bond itself. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I am a citizen of Mexico 


living in the United States, but my wife still lives in 
Mexico. Are we allowed to file a joint return under 
the new law? — R. K. 


Yes, under the 1976 Tax Reform Act. effective 


for 1976, by formal election by you and your wife, 
your wife is considered a resident for federal income 
tax purposes, and all world-wide income of both must 
be reported. Once so elected, you would have an 
annual decision as to the filing of joint or separate 
returns. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: I plan to sell my home for 


$80.000. 20 per cent down, and the balance monthly 
over 20 years. There is a mortgage of $25.000. 1 paid 


$35.000 for the property six years ago. I bought my 
current mobile home on June 20,1976, for $21,000. 


To report my profit as I collect the installments. 


1 would list the down payment, plus the monthly 
principal pay off. multiply the sum of the two by the 
percentage of profit in the sale and enter this amount 
as a long-term gain. Is this proceedure modified 
because I am 72 years of age and part of the profits 
from the sale of the old home are offset by the 
purchase of a new home? — G. A. Y. 


If you lived in your old residence at least five 


years, and if you never claimed a "once-in-a-Iife- 
iime" exclusion before, you will benefit from claim- 
ing it when you make the sale. 


The exclusion of $35,000 for sales in 1977, is about 


44 per cent of your $80,000 sale price, so that about 
$20,000 of your £15,000 profit will be excluded. Only 
$35,000 will be taxable over the 20 years. And remem- 
ber that if the buyer assumes your mortgage, your 
profit percentage is obtained by dividing the taxable 
gain into $55,000 (sale price less mortgage). And 
finally, when you fill out IRS Form 2119 to claim your 
exclusion, you will find that the investment of $21,000 
in a new mobile home is too small to reduce your 
taxable gain. 


DEAR MR.SMITH: I have earned $300 as a free- 


lance writer in 1976. Can I put the full amount into 
my Keogh Plan, since it was less than $750? — F. W. 


The new law has made clear that you can put the 


entire $300 into your Keogh Plan for 1976. Self- 
employed earnings of up to $750 per year can be 
contributed in full. Of course, you must reduce the 
gross amount you receive due to related deductions 
in order to compute your self-employment earnings. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: 1 have noted your explana- 


tions of sick-pay for retired people. During 1976 1 
received sick pay from my company. Workmen's 
Compensation and Social Security disability. The 
disability retirement from my company hasn't 


. started yet. What do I report for'l976? — J. W. D.. L. 
R. D.. and H. J. M. 


Sick pay received in 1976 before retirement, is 


taxable the same as wages. Workmen's Compensa- 
tion, Social Security disability, and also disability 
payments on insurance that you pay for all are 
completely tax-free. Any payments ,you receive after 
retirement and until you are 65, are subject to the 
special rules explained in a previous column.

HONG KONG - You don't have to be Chinese to 


like bagels, cream cheese and lox. 


Or, chicken soup, chopped liver, cabbage rolls, 


and corned beef, salami, or knackwurst on rye. 


And, gefilte fish, potato pancakes, cheesecake 


and apple strudel. 


So, when you're in Hong Kong, and these are 


what you crave, you go to Lindy's, on the Kowloon 
side, at Peking and Hankow Roads. 


The restaurant's name is derived from the late, 


famed Manhattan delicatessen eatery. 


Miss Danny Ng, the beautiful owner-manager of 


this Lindy's, says her "kosher customers," tourists 
from the States, taught her quite a bit: 


"Well, they said you should put chicken fat into 


the chopped chicken liver because it will taste better. 


"And I said, 'All right, we'll try it.' And we did 


and it tastes better. We even have chopped onions on 
top. 


"And as tor the potato pancakes, we used to mix 


up enough batter for a whole week and put it in the 
fridge. 


"BUT THEN people tried it and said, 'That's not 


the way to do it. You have to make it fresh.' 


"I said, 'How do you do that?' And they said, 


'Well, when people order it, that's when you make it.' 


"And our bagels — at first they really were not 


water bagels. 


"But one day a big bagel man from the States 


came in and said, 'Well, your bagels are not right. I 
make thousands of bagels a day. You want me to 
teach you how?' 


"And I said, 'Certainly, sir.' And he went into 


the kitchen and told the baker what to do. Now, 
everybody loves our bagels and they say, 'These are 
real water bagels.'" 


About 300 persons a day dine at Lindy's. Some 30 


per cent are Chinese "locals," and the others are 
tourists. Some months about half the tourists are 
from New York. 


"The first thing that attracts customers is the 


name," Danny says. "They come in and are sur- 
prised that Jewish people are not running the place. 
They ask, 'How can a Chinese girl start a Jewish 
restaurant?' 'A lot of them think I was married to a 
Jewish guy. But I wasn't. I just love restaurants and 
by chance I came into this business." 


DANNY was born in China, and brought up in 


Hong Kong. She was the friend of a man who started 
a "European-style" restaurant called Sandy's in 1967. 
Sandy's went bankrupt during the riots that erupted 
in the area four months later. 


Another Hong Kong restaurant that went out of 


business at that time was Lindy's East. Danny says 
thai the manager of that restaurant. Irving Kogel,

provided the idea for starting another Lindy's. 


"So," Danny explains, "we started this restau- 


rant. Irving was with us until the beginning of '72 and 
taught us how to make rye bread, cheese cake, apple 
strudel, gefilte fish, cabbage rolls, chicken in the pot, 
and chopped chicken liver — all th» Jewish dishes. 


"And we have become very successful. And now

"Our horseradish is made fresh here," Danny

Danny says other persons have thought of open- 


ing similar restauafante in Hong Kong, but she adds: 


"I refuse to give them the recipes for all the 


dishes, so it's pretty difficult for them to begin." 


Danny has plans to start a take-out delicatessen 


next Spring. 


And she doesn't miss a thing: 
Lindy's also has prime rib, Chateaubriand, lob- 


ster thermidor and wiener schnitzel.

HONG KONG - You don't have to be Chinese to 


like bagels, cream cheese and lox. 


Or, chicken soup, chopped liver, cabbage rolls, 


and corned beef, salami, or knackwurst on rye. 


And, gefilte (ish, potato pancakes, cheesecake 


and apple strudel. 


So, when you're in Hong Kong, and these are 


what you crave, you go to Lindy's, on the Kowloon 
side, at Peking and Hankow Roads. 


The restaurant's name is derived from the late, 


famed Manhattan delicatessen eatery. 


Miss Danny Ng, the beautiful owner-manager of 


this Lindy's, says her "kosher customers," tourists 
from the States, taught her quite a bit: 


"Well, they said you should put chicken fat into 


the chopped chicken liver because it will taste better. 


"And I said, 'All right, we'll try it.1 And we did 


and it tastes better. We even have chopped onions on 
top. 


"And as for the potato pancakes, we used to mix 


up enough batter for a whole week and put it in the 
fridge. 


"BUT THEN people tried it and said, 'That's not 


the way to do it. You have to make it fresh.' 


"1 said, 'How do you do that?' And they said, 


'Well, when people order it, that's when you make it.' 


"And our bagels — at first they really were not 


water bagels. 


"But one day a big bagel man from the States 


came in and said, 'Well, your bagels are not right. 1 
make thousands of bagels a day. You want me to 
teach you how?' 


"And 
I said, 'Certainly, sir.' And he went into 


the kitchen and told the baker what to do. Now, 
everybody loves our bagels and they say, 'These are 
real water bagels.1" 


About 300 persons a day dine at Lindy's. Some 30 


per cent are Chinese "locals," and the others are 
tourists. Some months about half the tourists are 
from New York. 


"The first thing that attracts customers is the 


name," Danny says. "They come in and are sur- 


1 prised that Jewish people are not running the place. 
1 They ask, 'How can a Chinese girl start a Jewish 


restaurant?' 'A lot of them think I was married to a 
Jewish guy. But I wasn't. I just love restaurants and 
by chance I came into this business.11 


DANNY was born in China, and brought up in 


Hong Kong. She was the friend of a man who started 
a "European-style" restaurant called Sandy's in 1967. 
Sandy's went bankrupt during the riots that erupted 
in the area four months later. 


Another Hong Kong restaurant that went out of 


business at that time was Lindy's East. Danny says 
that the manager of that restaurant.

provided the idea for starting another Undy's. 


"So," Danny explains, "we started this restau- 


rant. Irving was with us until the beginning of '72 and 
taught us how to make rye bread, cheese cake, apple 
strudel, gefilte fish, cabbage rolls, chicken in the pot, 
and chopped chicken liver — all the Jewish dishes. 


"And we have become very successful. And now 


we have another branch of Lindy's, it's more like a 
steak house, on the Hong Kong side behind the 
Mandarin Hotel." 


CABBAGE borsht, roast beef and gefilte fish are 


made in Hong Kong. 


"Our horseradish is made fresh here," Danny 


says, "and we color it red with beet juice. It's real 
strong — people like it. And our potato salad is made 
here,too." 


Danny says other persons have thought of open- 


ing similar restauarants in Hong Kong, but she adds: 


"1 refuse to give them the recipes for all the 


dishes, so it's pretty difficult for them to begin." 


Danny has plans to start a take-out delicatessen 


next Spring. 


And she doesn't miss a thing: 
Lindy's also has prime rib, Chateaubriand, lob- 


ster thermidor and wiener schnitzel.

Today, with new methods and a 
renewed incentive to mining, it is expected thai Park 
City will herald even more millionaires in the future. 


MEANWHILE, Park City has acquired another 


claim to fame. 


II is one of the finest ski areas in America. Il 


boasts of the West's longest gondola, ten chair lilts 
and 2200 acres of powder bowls with 85 trails and 
slopes for all abilities. It is the home of the U.S. Ski 
Team and its ski school is powered by Stein Eriksen. 
an Olympic gold medal winner. 


My own prowess on the slopes is nit. hut lor 


people like me. Park City has something else going. 
The game is cross-country skiing. 


This form of skimming over snow has long been 


popular in Europe, especially in Scandanavia. but 
until recent years it was ignored in the U.S. Now 
Eastern ski resorts have discovered its fascination 
and the rage is spreading westward. Like tennis in 
summer, cross-country skiing is the new: IN thing lor 
winter. 


ADVANTAGES are thai you rlon't have to pay 


lift fees, gear is less expensive and more comfortable 
and it is easy to learn. It is also safer than slope 
skiing. 


All you have to do is pack a bottle of wine and 


some cheese in your knapsack and follow a level trail 
into the forest. You set your own pace, picnic when 
you're ready for a rest, commune with the purity of 
snow-shrouded nature, and stretch your body in long, 
smooth movements. 


At Park City, classes in cross-country are held in 


the morning on the snow-covered golf course. By 
noon, you know enough to take off on your own along 
a trail that leads to Sakapa Inn in White Pine Canyon 
where luncheons of "natural" foods are 
served. 


Carry your own vino. 


With a little more practice, you can .join up with 


one of Bob Kastles' ski tours and overnight in warm- 
ing huts located along the ski trails. 


Not all ski resorts have terrain for both downhill 


and cross-country skiing. Park City is special he- 
cause it combines mountains, valleys and meadows 
into a harmonious medley designed for every kind of 
winter sport. 


NOT ONLY is scenery spectacular here, the 


village is a history buff's dream. Surrounding a 
modern multi-level ski center where boots, parkas 
and skis may be rented or purchased, are marvelous 
old buildings shored up along sagging hoard streets, 
Many of these have been converted into lively bistros 
and boutiques.

She conquered icy Strait of Magellan 
Lynne Cox's chilling experience 


Child's play, that's what it is, jumping into a 


heated swimming pool every afternoon. 


"It leels awful," says Lynne Cox, who swims the 


1,650-yard freestyle for the UC Santa Barbara 
women's team because that's the longest event they 
have. 


"It's really boring, too," she says. "You go 66 


laps, all out the whole way. It's a lot better just to go 
one lap a mile long." 


Or 2.6 miles in 42-degree water? 
That's the latest accomplishment of the Los 


Alamitos coed, who last month went to the bottom of 
the. world to become the first person to swim across 
the Strait of Magellan from Tierra Del Fuego to 
mainland Chile. 


Under ordinary conditions, the time—1 hour, 1 


minute, 2 seconds—and distance wouldn't even con- 
stitute a decent workout for Lynne, whose onetime 
record crossings of the English and San Pedro Chan- 
nels have been rendered ho-hum by her tirst-ever 
feats in New Zealand, Norway and elsewhere.

Cauthen is a mere slip of a boy—5 feet, 1 inch tall, 


95 pounds. He has legs that look like bowed match sticks 
and small, pointed features below short, slicked-down 
hair.

the morning, to the race track, quick changes between 
races, back home to study on correspondence courses 
until 9—he displays a rare maturity.

Grand Prix because of another accident 
with Andretti's car. 


Andretti saidSaturday's accident 


occurred on an oil slick and was followed 
by a fire. He managed to jump out of the 
car when it was still running. The car 
grazed a guardrail and firemen worked 
promptly, putting out the blaze within 10 
seconds. Nevertheless, the car did not 


look fit when it was towed back into the 
pits for repairing. The driver's seat 
seemed to have been consumed by the 
fire. 


Team mechanics said that apparently 


the fuel system and the electrical system 
of the car were unharmed. 


Andretti's 2:30.35 time was the third 


best in Saturday's trial before the acci- 
dent.

BIG BEAR LAKE- 


Tyler Palmer, an almost 
forgotten man in World 
Pro Skiing, beat the 
heavily favored Euro- 
peans at their own game 
Saturday and won the 
giant slalom of the $40,000 
Dodge Cup at Snow Sum- 
mit. 


But Palmer's second ca- 


reer victory in six years 
wasn't one he could savor. 


Paired against close 


friend and traveling com- 
panion Perry Thompson in 
the $8,400 final, Palmer 
bliteed down the 1300-foot, 
25-gate course in the first 
of two scheduled match 
races—unaware 
t h a t 


Thompson had crashed off 
the second of three snow 
jumps and into a crowd of 
junior racers lining the 
snow fence on the perime- 
ter of the course. 


Thompson, 26, son-in- 


law of Mammoth Moun- 
tain owner Dave McCoy, 
was transferred by litter 
down the mountain and 
taken to Bear Valley Com- 
munity Hospital. He was 
treated and released 
within two hours, suffering 
from a severely bruised 
left ankle. 


Because Thompson w:as 


u n a b l e to c o n t i n u e . 
Palmer was awarded the 
$5,400 first prize by de- 
f a u l t , only his second 
victory ever and first in 
more than two years. 


"This is a terrible way 


to win," said the freckled- 
faced, 26-year-old former 
Olympian. "This really 
sickens me. We're super 
close friends. I'd rather 
lose than have Perry 
hurt." 


Thompson's fall in the 


final put a damper on an 
otherwise banner day for 
the Americans,'who have 
been relegated to -a "back 
porch" position by the 
World Cup competitors 
from Europe the last three 
years. Saturday's.race—if 
you can call it that—was 
the first all-American final 
since Feb. 8, 1975, when 
Hank Kashiwa, a native- 
born Asian-American, 
beat Rudd Pyles of Aspen 
at Alpine Valley, Wis. 


Even more surprising 


then Tyler's victory were 
the first-round defeats of 
defending pro champion 
Henri Duvillard of France 
and Josef Odermatt of 
Switzerland. Duvillard, 29, 
entered Saturday's race as 
the 
prohibitive favorite 


after piling up $28,483 and 
four victories in the first 
six races of 1976-77. He 
won 15 of 21 races last 
year and. 29 of 51 in his 
2%-year pro career. 


He started by beating 


Swiss rookie Werner Mat- 
tie in the first run of the 
day by almost three-quar- 
ters of a second (.723), 
which is an eternity in ski 
racing where times are 
computed to thousandths 
of a second. 


But Dudu got into trou- 


ble w h e n the racers 
switched courses for the 
second run of the first 
round. Attempting to an- 
ticipate the opening of the 
metal gate that sends the 
racers on their w a y , 
Duvillard banged up 
against the steel doors, re- 
bounded back—and that's 
when the door opened. 


Mattle got a perfect 


start and was a good two 
gates ahead of Duvillard 
on the top section of the 
hill. Henri made an all-out 
bid to recover from his 
mistake, but he hooked a 
ski tip on the final gate 
before the third snow 
jump, spun in a 360-degree 
pinwneel and fell heavily 
at the base of the jump. 


Although he was unin- 


jured in the spectacular 
fall, he was disqualified 
and out of competition for 
the day. 


Palmer, who chopped 


wood in the off-season to 
get into "the best shape of 
my life," defeated Cana- 
dian Doug Woodcock, 
Swiss ace M a n f r e d 
Jakober and Mattle in his 
three preliminary rounds 
to reach the finals. 


Thompson, who had 


trouble at the top of the 
course all day, was a tiger 
once the racers got onto 
the flat lower portion of 
the course. He came from 
behind to beat all three 
first-round, 
quarterfinal 


and semifinal opponents— 


Bobby Cochran, Alain 
Cousineau and Werner 
Bleiner. 


It set up a potentially 


exciting final before an 
attentive audience of 
6,000—but then Thompson 
took his off-course flight 
into the crowd and the 
event was cut short. 


Tyler's victory moved 


him into third place over- 
all this year after seven 
races with 120 points. 
Duvillard has 195, Oder- 
matt 170. 


Thompson had been 


given medical clearance 
to compete in today's $20,- 
000 special slalom, second 
phase of the two-day meet. 
Thirty-two racers will 
compete in a dual chal- 
lenge at 10 a.m., with the 
round of 16 scheduled for 1 
p.m.

AN ARTICLE in the new issue of 


womenSports magazine sheds some new 
light on athletic injuries. American 
sports scientists predicted the downfall of 
Soviet gymnast Olga Korbut three years 
ago, according to George Veras, assistant 
director of the Institute of Sports Medi- 
cine and Athletic Trauma at Lennox Hill 
Hospital in New York. 


Studying films of Korbut's perform- 


ance at the 1972 Olympics in Munich, the 
institute experts were convinc that the 
gymnast would experience severe injury 
problems. "They concluded she was obvi- 
ously going through a fast maturation 
process that would tighten up her spine 
and joints and make her less flexible and 
more injury-prone," Veras said. 


The institute uses computers and 


diagnostic machines to test an athlete's 
overall strength, endurance, flexibility, 
timing and coordination to improve per- 
formances and prevent injuries at all 
levels of sports. Studies at Lennox Hill 
have shown that more than 35 per cent of 
5 to 14-year-old Americans and nearly 
one-half of all 15 to 24-year-old Ameri- 
cans who participate in sports are in- 
jured. 


The institute would like to see 


programs that prohibit children from tak- 
ing part in sports where they are likely to 
be injured. "Children with certain types 
of joints and body structures should be 
kept from competing in the types of 
sports in which they are very likely to 
suffer injuries that may haunt them 
throughout their lives," the report recom- 
mended.

AN ARTICLE in the new issue of 


womenSports magazine sheds some new 
light on athletic injuries. American 
sports scientists predicted the downfall of 
Soviet gymnast Olga Korbut three years 
ago, according to George Veras, assistant 
director of the Institute of Sports Medi- 
cine and Athletic Trauma at Lennox Hill 
Hospital in New York. 


Studying films of Korbut's perform- 


ance at the 1972 Olympics in Munich, the 
institute experts were convinc that the 
gymnast would experience severe injury 
problems. "They concluded she was obvi- 
ously going through a fast maturation 
process that would tighten up her spine 
and joints and make her less flexible and 
more injury-prone," Veras said. 


The institute uses computers and 


diagnostic machines to test an athlete's 
overall strength, endurance, flexibility, 
timing and coordination to improve per- 
formances and prevent injuries at all 
levels of sports. Studies at Lennox Hill 
have shown that more than 35 per cent of 
5 to 14-year-old Americans and nearly 
one-half of all 15 to 24-year-old Ameri- 
cans who participate in sports are in- 
jured. 


The institute would like to see 


programs that prohibit children from tak- 
ing part in sports where they are likely to 
be injured. "Children with certain types 
of joints and body structures should be 
kept from competing in the types of 
sports in which they are very likely to 
suffer injuries that may haunt them 
throughout their lives," the report recom- 
mended.

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People Talk 


SOME PEOPLE can glean the 


future by gazing into a crystal ball, 
reading tea leaves or consulting 
Madame Tanya, the fortune teller. 


But I gained my knowledge of 


the future by simply looking across 
my desk at 21-year-old Charlie 
Parks, UCLA scholar, athlete and 
good citizen. 


Charlie Parks is no stranger to 


readers of the Independent, Press- 
Telegram. Readers first met him 
when he was a football and track 
star at Jordan High School, presi- 
dent of the sophomore and junior 
classes, then student body presi- 
dent in 1973. 


Charlie went on to Long Beach 


City College, where he was minor- 
ity representative for 
the 


Associated Students Council, 
faculty scholarship winner, out- 
standing athlete, always a leader. 


His career at UCLA has been 


no less exemplary. As a junior he 
was a defensive halfback on the 
Bruins' 1975 Rose Bowl team. ("My 
Rose Bowl watch is probably my 
most cherished possession.") 


Charlie won appointment as as- 


sistant chairperson on the UCLA 
Government Internship Program at 
Sacramento. He was the only 
undergraduate* and minority stu- 
dent selected for the program. 


University administrators 


picked him on the basis of his 
grade-point average and campus 
activities. They saw in him the 
same qualities seen at Jordan High 
and City College, and they liked 
what they saw. 


This column isn't designed to 


be a page out of "Who's Who," and 
space requires that I omit many of 
the awards and distinctions earned 
by Charlie Park, a political science 
major who'll be graduated in June.

WASHINGTON - In one of his final 


acts as President, Mr. Ford last Monday 
sent to Congress his proposed budget for 
1977-78. The figures, as always, were 
breathtaking; events will prove them not 
breathtaking enough. But the figures are 
less important than the questions Mr. Ford 
raised in his farewell message. 


The principal figures have been well 


publicized in the past few days, but the 
publicity is futile. No one can comprehend 
an income of $393 billion and an outgo of 
$440 billion. Few persons can comprehend 
even one billion dollars. When we are told 
that the federal debt at the end of the 1978 . 
fiscal year will amount to $785 billion, the 
information holds no meaning. Tem- 
porarily, skip the figures. 


IN HIS MESSAGE, Mr. Ford said that 


in shaping his budget he had asked seven 
questions of both existing and proposed 
federal programs. In the field of public 
spending, seven better questions have sel- 
dom been asked. These are the questions:

5. How has the program performed in 


the past? Have the benefits outweighe'd 
the costs in dollars or other burdens im- 
posed? 


6. Have the benefits gone to the 


Reagan administration in 1967 and 
1973, when tax brackets were nar- 
rowed and overall rates were 
boosted. 


Before Reagan took office in 


1967, the state was taking $5.86 of 
each $100 of personal income of 
Californians.

governor's mansion in 1974, the 
state was taking $7.54. This year, 
the amount is expected to be $7.99. 


So, when Governor Brown said 


about his budget, "This is a pro- 
gram that does not call for new 
taxes this year, next year or in 
the foreseeable future," he was 
not being entirely frank, at least.

Even in terms of inflated 
dollars, and even in comparison to the 
gross national product, this is a monstrous 
indebtedness. Mr. Carter's programs will 
make it more monstrous still.

The 
principle gets more anemic all the time. 
Mr. Ford's budget proposes state and local 
grants of $71.6 billion. Such grants have 
this defect, that they give the state and 
local governments the pleasure of spending 
the money without the pain of raising il. 
The process undermines the very structure 
of local responsibility. 


To his credit, Mr. Ford proposed tu 


undermine the structure more efficiently. 
He would consolidate 19 categorical pro- 
grams in health, 23 in education, and 15 in 
child nutrition into three block grants only. 
If Congress ignores the howls of the bu- 
reaucracy at this affront to their paper 
magistracies, Mr. Ford's proposal should 
help. 


QUESTIONS FIVE, six and seven are 


closely linked. Whether a program in- 
volves food stamps, housing subsidies, 
child nutrition or medical care, Congress 
ought constantly to be asking: Does the 
program work?

With the change of a word here and 


there, state and local governments should 
be asking the seven questions of their own 
programs.

Gov- 
ernmental spending, at all levels, now 
embraces 34 percent of our gross national 
product. The percentage rises inexorably, 
suggesting two final questions to ponder:

WASHINGTON - Everything about 


President Carter's Inauguration Day was 
carefully designed to appeal to the Ameri- 
can spirit of another age. From invocation 
to benediction, including Carter's speech, 
it was revival meeting, right out of the old 
Chautauqua circuit. 


There have always been religious 


themes and echoes, in all inauguration 
ceremonies in this century, but Washington 
hasn't seen or heard anything like Carter's 
inauguration since the days of Woodrow 
Wilson and William Jennings Bryan. The 
theme was clear: the future of America 
lies in the ideals and principles of its past. 


IT WOULD BE unwise to make too 


much of these theological points, but also 
dangerous to ignore or mock them. At 
critical points of Carter's private and po- 
litical life, he has gone back to his begin- 
nings in the family, the land, and the 
church, and it is very important to respect 
them. 


The thing that sets the new President

He 
didn't talk about the South, but just had his 
neighbors from Georgia sing the old reli- 
gious hymns. He made a point in his 
speech about the family as the heart of any 
society, but mainly he walked the avenue 
hand in hand with his wile, with his chil- 
dren and grandchildren at his back, and 
acted as if the nation and the world were 
all one big neighborhood. 


When it was all over, the commercial 


television networks and the Public Broad- 
casting System got their experts together 
to analyze what the world would think 
about all this. They made some sensible 
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comments. 


They agreed that this was a different 


Inaugural Address: no threats to the Sovi- 
ets about what we would do if they didn't 
behave. No promises that we would face 
any chaUenge, defy any threat, or risk any 
danger in defense of liberty in the world. 
Not even any mention of the struggles and 
agonies of the Middle East. 


Also, no promises on the home front to 


wipe out disease or poverty, or eliminate 
unemployment and inflation, but mainly 
talk about mercy, pity, justice, equality, 
and the need of faith, rectitude, unity, 
respect, and all the other old forgotten 
words. 


All this raises a couple of important 


points: Is the new President's appeal to 
the noble principles of the American past 
relevant to the challenges of the present 
and the future? And are the American 
people, with their broken families, their 
spectacular divorce, crime, and drug rates 
ready to respond to the new President's 
appeals to austerity, discipline and sacri- 
fice for the common good? 


THE CONTRAST between this speech 


and Carter's decisions since his election 
victory in November is interesting. In the 
selection of his cabinet and staff, he has 
been a calculating computer. In his inau- 
gural speech, he was a preacher — using 
his new pulpit for moderation and against 
the bullies of the world. 


The reaction of all this along the snowy 


and icy streets of Washington was very 
good. There were no spectacular demon- 
strations for or against him. The crowds 
were polite and responsive. But the reac- 
tion of the foreign observers was rather 
dubious. They were asking whether all 
these noble principles would really deal 
with the practical economic and military 
realities of the world. 


In human terms it was an extraordi- 


nary performance. As President, Carter, 
went back to the essential themes that 
brought him through the primary elections 
and finally to victory in November.

The process undermines the very structure 
of local responsibility. 


To his credit, Mr. Ford proposed to 


undermine the structure more efficiently. 
He would consolidate 19 categorical pro- 
grams in health, 23 in education, and 15 in 
child nutrition into three block grants only. 
If Congress ignores the howls of the bu- 
reaucracy at this affront to their paper 
magistracies, Mr. Ford's proposal should 
help. 


QUESTIONS FIVE, six and seven are 


closely linked. Whether a program in- 
volves food stamps, housing subsidies, 
child nutrition or medical care, Congress 
ought constantly to be asking: Does the 
program work? Docs it work efficiently? 
In terms of the money taken away from 
the people, are the people getting value 
received? 


With the change of a word here and 


there, state and local governments should 
be asking the seven questions of their own 
programs. The states and localities also 
are deeply in debt; they too are plagued by 
bureaucracies embedded in concrete. Gov- 
ernmental spending, at all levels, now 
embraces 34 percent of our gross national 
product. The percentage rises inexorably, 
suggesting two final questions to ponder: 
Where is this trend taking us? And, do we 
truly want to go there? 
' 


An embarrassment, a symbol 


SACRAMENTO - Mr. Simpson was an 


embarrassment always and a genuine nui- 
sance at times, but he is dead now and so 
he won't be either any more. 


Mr. Simpson — his first name was 


Robert and his middle name was Henry, 
but even the policemen who repeatedly 
arrested him called him Mr. Simpson — 
knew he was an embarrassment and a 
nuisance, and that knowledge gave him joy 
because he also knew he was something 
more. 


He knew he was a symbol. 


MR. SIMPSON DIED Thursday in a 


hospital near the Capitol whose corridors 
he had stalked for more than 10 years. He 
was 96. 


Mr. Simpson was a picketer. He 


carried signs. He denounced governors. 
Once, there was a particular reason for his 
denouncing, but that reason had not been 
his motivation for most of the last decade. 
The simple act of denouncing, of having 
the freedom to denounce, of being seen as 
a symbol of that freedom — that was 
reason enough. 


And so Mr. Simpson kept on denounc- 


ing, loudly and vulgarly and embarrass- 
ingly, prompting teachers, horrified or at 
least startled by his language but getting 
his point clearly, to say to their students 
visiting the Capitol, "There are not many 
countries where that would be permitted." 


He was a symbol to children of what 


the United States was supposed to be all 
about. To some adults, who didn't know 
what the country was all about, he was 
something else. 


There were enough of that kind of adult 


serving in the Legislature back in 1969 to 
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enact a statute banning picketing in the 
Capitol. Mr. Simpson was delighted when 
then-Governor Reagan signed the law, be- 
cause he knew it was foolish and contrary 
to the ethic of the First Amendment, and 
he knew it would help him make his point. 


He was arrested several hundred times 


during the next few years. He kept taking 
his signs back into the Capitol because the 
right to protest, to denounce, was not a 
right to be given or taken away at the 
whim of a legislature, he believed. 


And eventually, Governor Reagan went 


away and Governor Brown signed a bill 
repealing what had come to be known as 
the "Simpson Law." 


Mr. Simpson saw the repeal as a 


victory for the Constitution and immedi- 
ately began berating the new governor 
with his signs. 


In 1965, when Mr. Simpson was only 84, 


he was committed to Agnews State Hospi- 
tal, over his fierce objections. He was 
there for seven months before he used the 
legal process to get himself a sanity hear- 
ing. He was released immediately, and 
came to Sacramento to protest the mental 
health laws which had permitted his com- 
mitment. 


Governor Edmund G. Brown Sr. was 


his target, then. Then Reagan, for not 
ordering an inquiry. Then Jerry Brown, for 
not denouncing his father. 


WHEN THE SCOPE of his "cause" 


broadened is not clear, but there is no 
doubt that in Mr. Simpson's mind his cause 
came to be much more than it once was. 


It is unlikely Jimmy Carter ever even 


heard of Mr. Simpson, but Mr. Simpson 
had heard of Jimmy Carter, and he liked 
him. Perhaps, in some instinctive way, he 
knew that Jimmy Carter was the kind of 
man who would tell the American people, 
on the day he became President, "I have 
no new dream to set forth today, but 
rather urge a fresh faith in the old 
dream." 


Mr. Simpson had faith in the old 


dream, the dream of individual liberty. It 
sustained him. 


Inaugural, a revival meeting 


WASHINGTON - Everything about 


President Carter's Inauguration Day was 
carefully designed to appeal to the Ameri- 
can spirit of another age. From invocation 
to benediction, including Carter's speech, 
it was revival meeting, right out of the old 
Chautauqua circuit. 


There have always been religious 


themes and echoes in all inauguration 
ceremonies in this century, but Washington 
hasn't seen or heard anything like Carter's 
inauguration since the days of Woodrow 
Wilson and William Jennings Bryan. The 
theme was dear: the future of America 
lies in the ideals and principles of its past. 


IT WOULD BE unwise to make too 


much of these theological points, but also 
dangerous to ignore or mock them. At 
critical points of Carter's private and po- 
litical life, he has gone back to his begin- 
nings in the family, the land, and the 
church, and it is very important to respect 
them. 


The thing that sets the new President 


aside from all his predecessors since Wil- 
son is that his religion lies at the center of 
his life. It is not a personal crutch, or a 
political mask, or a confused yearning, but 
a deep article of personal faith. Kennedy, 
Nixon, Johnson, and even Ford appealed to 
religious principles, and the old values of 
the American frontier, but there is some- 
thing deeper in Carter about all this. He 
was a believer before he got into politics, 


and clearly feels that he must give witness 
to his beliefs as he assumes his new re- 
sponsibilities. 


All this he tried to make clear by 


symbolic acts on Inauguration Day. He 
rejected the usual ceremonial bows to the 
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big shots in the audience, but began with a 
deserved tribute to Gerald Ford's contribu- 
tion to healing the divisions of the nation. 


He walked Pennsylvania Avenue, defy- 


ing the advice of the Secret Service. He 
didn't talk about the South, but just had his 
neighbors from Georgia sing the old reli- 
gious hymns. He made a point in his 
speech about the family as the heart of any 
society, but mainly he walked the avenue 
hand in hand with his wife, with his chil- 
dren and grandchildren at his back, and 
acted as if the nation and the world were 
all one big neighborhood. 


When it was all over, the commercial 


television networks and the Public Broad- 
casting System got their experts together 
to analyze what the world would think 
about all this. They made some sensible 
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comments. 


They agreed that this was a different 


Inaugural Address: no threats to the Sovi- 
ets about what we would do if they didn't 
behave. No promises that we would face 
any challenge, defy any threat, or risk any 
danger in defense of liberty in the world. 
Not even any mention of the struggles and 
agonies of the Middle East. 


Also, no promises on the home front to 


wipe out disease or poverty, or eliminate 
unemployment and inflation, but mainly 
talk about mercy, pity, justice, equality, 
and the need of faith, rectitude, unity, 
respect, and all the other old forgotten 
words. 


All this raises a couple of important 


points: Is the new President's appeal to 
the noble principles of the American past 
relevant to the challenges of the present 
and the future? And are the American 
people, with their broken families, their 
spectacular divorce, crime, and drug rates 
ready to respond to the new President's 
appeals to austerity, discipline and sacri- 
fice for the common good? 


THE CONTRAST between this speech 


and Carter's decisions since his election 
victory in November is interesting. In the 
selection of his cabinet and staff, he has 
been a calculating computer. In his inau- 
gural speech, he was a preacher — using 
his new pulpit for moderation and against 
the bullies of the world. 


The reaction of all this along the snowy 


and icy streets of Washington was very 
good. There were no spectacular demon- 
strations for or against him. The crowds 
were polite and responsive. But the reac- 
tion of the foreign observers was rather 
dubious. They were asking whether all 
these noble principles would really deal 
with the practical economic and military 
realities of the world. 


In human terms it was an extraordi- 


nary performance. As President, .Carter, 
went back to the essential themes that 
brought him through the primary elections 
and finally to victory in November. He 
emphasized that things were going to be 
different. He insisted on appealing to the 
longing of the American people for the 
happier days of the past. But in the proc- 
ess, he puzzled the conflicting forces of the 
men and women of his own party and the 
opposition party on Capitol Hill and they 
are now waiting to see how these noble 
principles will be worked out when he 
makes his next address on the practical 
policies he proposes to put before the na- 
tion.

sale of the typical $40.000 
house by just that two 
weeks, we'll save the 
average seller $150. figur- 
ing it costs 10 per cent per 
year to own and maintain 
a home." he adds.

Lawrence Weik sai behind a big desk 


in a massive office on the seventh floor of 
a 21-story office building which, with the

He rose briefly to shake hands, smil-

"I come to the office every week- 


day," said Welk, who tapes his show one 
day a week in Hollywood. 


The office is not far from his large, 


modern ranch-type home in which he 
lives with his wife of 45 years, Fern, on a 
hill overlooking the ocean. 


He is an early riser and departs for 


his office by 7:30, usually after practicing 
golf shots in his backyard, taking a swim 
in a heated indoor pool and breakfasting 
on health foods. 


"I think one of the reasons my health

GOD'S LAW AND CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 


Whether we care to recognize it or not, God's law 
has always been in favor of capital punishment. It is 
clearly taught in the Old as well as the New 
Testaments. I want to assure you that I am not 
concerned, from a political point of view, about this 
rubied; but I am concerned about what the Bible 
teaches. When men begin to talk about capital 
punishment being immoral, then we are dealing with 
a Bible subject as moral standards come from the 
Bible. 
We need to always keep in mind that 


whatever law man may pass there is a higher law, 
God's law, for which we must give account. There- 
fore, in this study I will not be dealing with what 
crimes should draw the death penalty. I am endeav- 
oring only to deal with the principle that capital 
punishment is ordained of God. 


The Old Testament 


I believe that God ordained and established civil 
government. In the Old Testament, and especially 
under the law of Moses, God's people were given 
instruction concerning both the civil law and spiritual 
law. God said in Ex.20:13 "Thou shall not kill." It is 
on this commandment that most people are opposed 
to capital punishment. However, though the above 
statement is found in the King James Version of the 
Old Testament, 
many other translations give a 


clearer idea of the command expressed by saying, 
"You must not commit murder" (An American Tran- 
slation). But, those who go to the Bible to use this 
passage in an effort to try to prove that capital 
punishment is immoral fail to notice the penalty 
that God employed for a failure to heed this 
command. In Exodus chapter 21, God gave some 
nine or ten laws drawing the death penalty. 
For example, in chapter 21 and verse 12 it is said, 
"He that smiteth a man, so that he die, shall surely 
be put to death." Verse 15 says, "He that smiteth his 
father, or his mother, sLall surely be put to death." 
The law was, "Honor thy father and mother." The 
violation of this law, by smiting father or mother, 
drew the death penalty. Again, in verse 16, "He that 
stealeth a man, and selleth him, or if he be found in 
his hand, he shall surely be put to death." Here, the 
penalty for kidnapping was capital punishment. This 
was imposed by God. (More Next Week).

Kim Philby, a British double agent, tipped them off 
that their cover had been blown and that British in- 
telligence agents were moving in on them. In 1953 
Melinda Maclean, the American-born wife of Donald 
Maclean, joined her husband in Moscow. Ten years 
later, fearful of arrest by the British, Kim Philby pulled 
out of Beirut and surfaced in Moscow. Subsequently, 
Melinda Maclean left her husband and moved in 
with Kim Philby. 


Their relationship was short-lived, and Melinda 


Maclean was reconciled with her husband, whom 
the Soviets employ in their Institute of World Econ- 
omy and International Relations. Several months ago, 
hearing that her mother, Mrs. Melinda Dunbar, 85, 
was seriously ill in Massachusetts, Melinda Maclean, 
60, applied for a visa at the U.S. Embassy in Moscow. 
It was granted, and on July 1,1976, for the first time 
in 23 years, Melinda Maclean flew over the Iron Cur- 
tain to the U.S.

have nowhere to turn. My students 
aren't doing anything unethical—they 
aren't putting a gun to someone's back, 
they aren't writing checks without 
funds to back them up, they aren't tak- 
ing loans without 
repaying them. 


They're simply taking a gift which 
someone of his own volition chooses to 
give them. The gift just happens to be 
money." 


Actually, teaching the art of mendi- 


cancy is nothing new. It has been cele- 
brated in literature by Charles Dickens, 
Victor Hugo and others. Mr. Peachum, 
the central figure in the Threepenny 
Opera—an adaptation of an 18th-cen- 
tury English classic called The Beggars' 
Opera—maintains a wardrobe of rag- 
gedy costumes with which he outfits his 
beggars and thieves before sending 
them out into the streets. There's a Sher- 
lock Holmes adventure, The Man With 
the Twisted Lip, in which the great de- 
tective pierces the disguise of a journal- 
ist who is posing as a badly disfigured 
beggar in order to make money. 


Psychology the key 


Omar has modernized the art, how- 


ever. He goes in heavily for psychology, 
teaching the novice panhandlers to tell 
their stories in the most convincing way 
possible to prospective benefactors—or 
shall we say victims? 


"I do my own psychological profile 


of each student and try to match his 
personality with a particular pitch," ex- 
plains the portly, sandy-haired, 46-year- 
old Omar, who claims to hold a B.A. in 
English from Ohio State University. 


Omar says he's built up a repertoire 


of some 50 different sob stories in the 
four years he has operated his school 
since being laid off after 15 years with a 
pharmaceutical firm. 


Helping victims 


"I've learned that the most effective 


pitches are those involving a medical 
emergency," he explains. "People, no 
matter how callous, are quick to re- 
spond to the pleas of a mugging victim. 
Everyone can identify with an emer- 
gency situation, and they don't want 
you to die at their feet. It's a nuisance. 
So they give you the money to get you 
out of their lives. 


'To be successful you have to be 


glib, inventive, patient, fast and aggres- 
sive. And you must look like a member 
of the upper middle class. There's some 
psychological factor barring people 
from having compassion for the real 
down-and-outers. All of my people are 
well dressed, well groomed and well 
spoken. None look like stumblebums." 


Among the approaches Omar teaches 


are the lost-child and lost-wallet tech- 
niques. In the former, the panhandler, 
usually a woman, tells people she's just 
lost her little daughter, or perhaps sis- 
ter, and needs cab fare to rush to the

police station. It works about 50 per- 
cent of the time, according to its practi- 
tioners. For a man, ifs better to tell a 
passerby something like: "Look, I'm ter- 
ribly sorry to bother you, but I seem to 
have lost my wallet and need some 
money to get home." This, says Omar, 
works about 20 percent of the time and 
can be good for $60 in four hours. 


Omar conducts his classes in a rented 


loft in Greenwich Village. The entire 
course, held at night, lasts one week, 
for which Omar charges $100—payable 
in advance. A class usually consists of 
about 30 students, most of whom have 
registered in response to a classified ad 
Omar takes in the Village Voice news- 
paper reading: "The Art of Panhandling 
taught by a pro ... Good income." 


The students are mostly young—in 


fact, according to Omar, half are recent 
college graduates who can't find work. 
Omar starts out by reassuring his stu- 
dents that what they're doing is justified 
by economic conditions and the indif- 
ference of society to their plight. 


Choosy about students 


"I'm not interested in students look- 


ing for an easy out to make a buck," he 
contends. "My students have to have a 
justifiable reason for doing this. We're 
all in the same boat. All of us here to- 
night need immediate cash, and the 
only place to get it is on the streets. So 
let me indoctrinate you with what I call 
'the permissible lie.'" 


At later sessions, while the students 


sit industriously taking notes, Omar ad- 
vises them about "prime" locations for

panhandling in 28 major cities in the 
U.S. and Canada. New York ranks No. 1 
in his book, and Toronto No. 2. 


On the fifth and final night of the 


course, the students get on-the-street 
training. Omar watches them covertly 
as they practice their pitches on passers- 
by, later pointing out their weaknesses 
and polishing their skills. 


Altogether, Omar claims, he's turned 


out thousands of satisfied graduates in 
New York, and he is now planning to 
open branches in Chicago and Toronto. 
He also says that a rival school has just 
opened in San Francisco. 


Omar claims that a really adept pan- 


handHng artist can make between $500 
and $1000 a week. He trots out some of 
his prize alumni to prove it One is 
Mary Lou, who stations herself in Chi- 
cago's O'Hare Airport, where she tells 
passersby she's a 14-year-old runaway 
who wants plane fare to return home. 
Mary Lou is really 22 and says she's cur- 
rently raking in $1000 a week. 


Allan works the Upper West Side of 


New York, where he makes use of his 
former theatrical training with a fake 
bruise on his forehead and a bloody 
stain (really ketchup) on his shirt. He 
tells people he's just been mugged— 
and estimates his take at $700 weekly.

4. ALIMONY AND CHILD SUPPORT: Since 
the beginning of 1977, alimony is de- 
ductible from gross income, thus per- 
mitting both a deduction for alimony 
and the standard deduction. This new 
ruling may also let some people claim 
a greater proportion of their medical 
expenses, since these expenses are de- 
ductible to the extent that they exceed 
3 percent of adjusted gross income— 
and by making alimony a deduction 
from gross income, it reduces an indi- 
vidual's adjusted gross. 


Also, a non-custodial parent can 


claim a dependency exemption only 
if he provides at least $1200 for each 
child and the custodial parent does not 
contribute more. Until now, this ex- 
emption was taken when the non-cus- 
todial parent contributed $1200 for all 
of the children concerned. 
5. ESTATE AND GIFT TAXES: The new law 
provides the first major reform of estate 
and gift taxes in 35 years by presenting 
a single, unified rate schedule with 
progressive tax rates. It combines the 
present $60,000 estate-tax exemption 
and the one-time $30,000 gift-tax ex- 
emption into a tax credit in 1977 of 
$30,000—which works out to 
the 


equivalent of an exemption of $120,667. 
In other words, the first $120,667 of 
the estate is now eliminated from the 
estate tax. This credit increases every 
year until it reaches $47,000 in 1981, 
equivalent to an exemption of more 
than $175,000. 


What's more, the marital deduction 


for a legacy to a spouse has been 
changed to the greater of $250,000 or 
half the adjusted gross estate, thereby 
essentially exempting from tax those 
estates of less than $250,000 that pass 
to a surviving spouse. And the lifetime 
exemption for gifts to a spouse has 
been raised to $100,000. 
6. INHERITED PROPERTY: An heir who 
inherited property and then sold it had 
to pay a capital-gains tax on the in- 
crease in value between the time of 
the owner's death and the time of the 
sale. Now, the basis for determining 
capital gains after the assets are sold 
will be the fair market value on Dec. 
31, 1976, or the price actually paid for 
them—whichever is higher. 


For example, if you received a be- 


quest of stock that was purchased for 
$5000 in 1970 and was worth $10,000 
on Dec. 31, 1976, and you sell it in 
1984 for $20,000, your capital gains tax 
will be based on the $10,000 increase. 
In any event, for tax purposes, the val- 
ue on Dec. 31,1976, cannot be less than 
the price originally paid by the person 
from whom it was inherited. 
7. SICK PAY EXCLUSION: The exclusion 
of sick pay income by taxpayers under 
65 has been limited only to those who 
retire on disability and are totally and 
permanently disabled. To qualify now, 
he or she must be unable to perform 
any substantial gainful activity because 
of a physical or mental impairment 
that is expected to result in death or to 
continue for at least a year. 


8. VACATION-HOME 
RENTAL 
EXPENSE: 


The deduction for the cost of running 
a vacation home (depreciation, maifT- 
tenance and utilities) rented out for 
part of the year has been limited to the 
net income received if you.yourself 
use the home for more than two weeks 
or for more than 10 percent of the 
rental period. This tightened require- 
ment is applicable to motor homes and 
boats, as well as to beach houses and 
ski chalets. 
9. HOME SALES BY THE ELDERLY: Tax- 
payers who are 65 or older and who 
have lived in their homes for at least 
five of the previous eight years will fifirf! 
that the one-time tax-free exclusion on 
the gain from the sale of this home 
has been increased from $20,000 to 
$35,000. If the adjusted sales price is 
larger than $35,000, a proportionate 
amount of the gain is tax-free, thereby 
raising the after-tax income from the 
transaction to the seller. 
10. TAX CREDIT FOR THOSE OVER 65: 
The retirement income credit—which 
had confused many individuals and was 
limited to persons who earned more 
than $600 in each of the preceding 10 
years—has been replaced by a generis! 
tax credit for all those at least 65 years 
old. This credit is 15 percent of retire- 
ment income and earned income com- 
bined and can amount to as much as 
$562, but such income is still reduced 
by Social Security receipts and by ad- 
justed gross income of more than 
$10,000. 
11. MOVING EXPENSES: Effective in 1977, 
the mileage requirement for claiming 
moving expenses to a new job location 
has been eased from 50 to 35 miles. So 
now the distance between your new 
place of work and your home and your 
former place of work and your home 
has been significantly reduced to take 
advantage of the tax deduction. Further- 
more, the amount of this deduction has 
been increased to $3000 from 42500, 
including $1500 for indirect expenses 
such as pre-move house-hunting trips 
and temporary living costs. 
12. OFFICE IN THE HOME: The costs of a 
home office can be deducted, accord- 
ing to the new law, only if it is used 
exclusively and regularly for that pur- 
pose. Nor can these deductions exceed 
the income generated by business ac- 
tivities in the home office. And em- 
ployees who have a home office are 
not permitted to claim deductions un- 
less it is used for the employer's con- 
venience, rather than their own. 


When taking account of these tax 


changes brought about by the reform 
law, remember that different provisions 
take effect at different times. If you 
have any questions, booklets on vari- 
ous tax subjects are available for pur- 
chase from the IRS, whose offices also 
have qualified personnel to handle 
special problems.

This new 
ruling may also let some people claim 
a greater proportion of their medical 
expenses, since these expenses are de- 
ductible to the extent that they exceed 
3 percent of adjusted gross income— 
and by making alimony a deduction 
from gross income, it reduces an indi- 
vidual's adjusted gross. 


Also, a non-custodial parent can 


daim a dependency exemption only 
if he provides at least $1200 for each 
child and the custodial parent does not 
contribute more. Until now, this ex- 
emption was taken when the non-cus- 
todial parent contributed $1200 for all 
of the children concerned. 
5. ESTATE AND GIFT TAXES: The new law 
provides the first major reform of estate 
and gift taxes in 35 years by presenting 
a single, unified rate schedule with 
progressive tax rates. It combines the 
present $60,000 estate-tax exemption 
and the one-time $30,000 gift-tax ex- 
emption into a tax credit in 1977 of 
$30,000—which works out to the 
equivalent of an exemption of $120,667. 
In .other' words, the first $120,667 of 
the estate is now eliminated from the 
estate tax. This credit increases every 
year until it reaches $47,000 in 1981, 
equivalent to an exemption of more 
than $175,000. 


What's more, the marital deduction 


for a legacy to a spouse has been 
changed to the greater of $250,000 or 
half the adjusted gross estate, thereby 
essentially exempting from tax those 
estates of less than $250,000 that pass 
to a surviving spouse. And the lifetime 
exemption for gifts to a spouse has 
been raised to $100,000. 
6. INHERITED PROPERTY: An heir who 
inherited property and then sold it had 
to pay a capital-gains tax on the in- 
crease in value between the time of 
the owner's death and the time of the 
sain. Now, the basis for determining 
capital gains after the assets are sold 
will be the fair market value on Dec. 
31, 1976, or the price actually paid for 
them—whichever is higher. 


For example, if you received a be- 


quest of stock that was purchased for 
$5000 in 1970 and was worth $10,000 
on Dec. 31, 1976, and you sell it in 
1984 for $20,000, your capital gains tax 
will be based on the $10,000 increase. 
In any event, for tax purposes, the val- 
ue on Dec. 31,1976, cannot be less than 
the price originally paid by the person 
from whom it was inherited. 
7. SICK PAY EXCLUSION: The exclusion 
of sick pay income by taxpayers under 
65 has been limited only to those who 
retire on disability and are totally and 
permanently disabled. To qualify now, 
he or she must be unable to perform 
any substantial gainful activity because 
of a physical or mental impairment 
that is expected to result in death or to 
continue for at least a year. 


8. VACATION-HOME 
RENTAL 
EXPENSEr 


The deduction for the cost of running 
a vacation home (depreciation, maip.- 
tenance and utilities) rented out for 
part of the year has been limited to the 
net income received 
if you.yourself 


use the home for more than two weeks 
or for more than 10 percent of the 
rental period. This tightened require- 
ment is applicable to motor homes and 
boats, as well as to beach houses and 
ski chalets. 
9. HOME SALES BY THE ELDERLY: Tax- 
payers who are 65 or older and who 
have lived in their homes for at least 
five of the previous eight years will find 
that the one-time tax-free exclusion on 
the gain from the sale of this home 
has been increased from $20,000 to 
$35,000. If the adjusted sales price is 
larger than $35,000, a proportionate 
amount of the gain is tax-free, thereby 
raising the after-tax income from the 
transaction to the seller. 
10. TAX CREDIT FOR THOSE OVER 65: 
The retirement income credit— which 
had confused many individuals and was 
limited to persons who earned more 
than $600 in each of the preceding 10 
years—has been replaced by a gener-s! 
tax credit for all those at least 65 years 
old. This credit is 15 percent of retire- 
ment income and earned income com- 
bined and can amount to as much as 
$562, but such income is still reduced 
by Social Security receipts and by ad- 
justed gross income of more than 
$10,000. 
11. MOVING EXPENSES: Effective in 1977, 
the mileage requirement for claiming 
moving expenses to a new job location 
has been eased from 50 to 35 miles. So 
now the distance between your new 
place of work and your home and yiJur 
former place of work and your home 
has been significantly reduced to take 
advantage of the tax deduction. Further- 
more, the amount of this deduction has 
been increased to $3000 from 42500, 
including $1500 for indirect expenses 
such as pre-move house-hunting trips 
and temporary living costs. 
12. OFFICE IN THE HOME: The costs of a 
home office can be deducted, accord- 
ing to the new law, only if it is used 
exclusively and regularly for that pur- 
pose. Nor can these deductions exceed 
the income generated by business ac- 
tivities in the home office. And em- 
ployees who have a home office are 
not permitted to claim deductions un- 
less it is used for the employer's con- 
venience, rather than their own. 


When taking account of these tax 


changes brought about by the reform 
law, remember that different provisions 
take effect at different times. lf~you 
have any questions, booklets on vari- 
ous tax subjects are available for pur- 
chase from the IRS, whose offices also 
have qualified personnel to handle 
special-problems. The important factor 
to note is that many familiar tax regu- 
lations have been replaced—-and it's up 
to you to become aware of what these 
new requirements will or won't do,to 
your pocketbook.

New approach 


HHHC experts were waiting for Mrs. 


Faye Jones, a nurse, 
taught her how to change her dressings 
and came regularly to make sure that 
she was convalescing well. Other HHHC 
people got Meals on Wheels, a volun- 
teer group, to bring Mrs. Nelson hot 
food daily. They arranged with neigh- 
bors to keep an eye on her and run her 
errands. She was in fine spirits when 
I visited her home recently. 


A brave crusade is in progress 


throughout the country today to end 
one of the ugliest scandals in American 
life: the consignment to nursing homes 
of old people who don't want and don't 
need to be in them. 


Alexander McMahon, president of 


the American Hospital Association, de- 
clares: 


"We've found that in most cases you 


don't have to place your aged parents 
in a nursing home. With a little skilled 
assistance from a local hospilal or some 
other community 
organization, the 


chances are excellent that most sick, old 
people can remain safely and happily 
at home." 


About one million people aged 65 


and over are now confined to nursing 
homes. Many of these homes are in 
shocking condition. In fact, after a 
nationwide investigation, a U.S. Senate 
committee reported that more than 
half of the country's 23,000 homes are 
frighteningly substandard, "with life- 
threatening violations."

Vast saving 


U.S. Senate experts say that the devel- 


opment of adequate home health care 
programs could prevent or postpone 
the institutionalization of as many as 
2.5 million old people. It could save the 
taxpayers hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars a year. 


Two top hospitals in Albuquerque 


have responded boldly to this chal- 
lenge. St. Joseph's Hospital and the 
Presbyterian 
Hospital 
Center 
have 


teamed up to establish an exceptional 
home health care organization which 
goes anywhere within a 40-mile radius 
of the city. It has a staff of 27 registered 
nurses, practical nurses, nurses' aides, 
physical therapists, medical social work- 
ers and home health technicians. The 
organization, the HHHC, is headed by 
Judy Walden, a warmhearted R.N. 


The vast majority of HHHC patients 


are'old people who have been hospital- 
ized for heart disease, strokes, diabetes 
and other conditions that will probably 
plague them for the rest of their lives. 
They have nobody at home able or 
willing to care for them. 


"Most of them don't need to be in a 


nursing home," Mrs. Walden says. "Us- 
ually, all that's necessary is for some- 
one to come in and teach them how to 
take care of themselves. Take an old 
woman with congestive heart failure. 
Often, recurrence of a heart attack can 
be prevented just by explaining what 
her medicines and diet should be. Most 
elderly, ill people have never learned 
how to care for themselves. Their 
doctors try to tell them, but they get 
tense in a doctor's office. They don't 
hear everything the doctor says. The 
hospital may try to teach them, but it's 
a strange environment and the informa- 
tion doesn't sink in. It's different when 
someone comes right into your home 
and tells you what to do. It makes sense 
to you there." 


Specially trained discharge coordi- 


nators evaluate all patients at five hos- 


pitals in the Albuquerque area and refer 
those in need of home care to HHHC, 
whose experts prepare an individual- 
ized plan for each patient. They sched- 
ule regular visits by a nurse to examine 
the patient, give needed medical treat- 
ments and make sure the patient is tak- 
ing medications correctly. They arrange 
for 
physical, 
respiratory or 
other 


therapy at home. They assist the patient v 
to his doctor's office. They handle lab- 
oratory tests. Most important, HHHC 
sees to it that every patient has hot 
meals and someone to help with the 
household chores. 


Self-injections 


Recently a 75-year-old woman was 


discharged from St. Joseph's Hospital, 
where she had been diagnosed as hav- 
ing a serious case of diabetes. She was 
very frightened. She had no one to 
administer the injections of insulin. 


An HHHC nurse went to the woman's 


house and showed her how to give her- 
self insulin injections. She watched for 
hours as the old woman practiced in- 
jecting a hypodermic syringe into an 
orange. Then she visited the woman 
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daily until she was confident that she 
could inject the insulin into herself 
properly. She made sure that the wom- 
an thoroughly understood her new 
sugar-free diet and the special care she 
had to give her feet and skin- 


When I saw the woman last fall, her 


diabetes was under control and she was 
living happily in her own home. 


Unlike hospitals, which have rigid 


schedules, HHHC is very flexible with 
its patients. "Suppose an old man likes 
to sleep late in the morning. Why on

7 a.m.?" Mrs. Walden says. 


HHHC puts great effort into training 


families who have sick, old parents liv- 
ing with them. Many of these families 
don't realize that home care services 
are available. In desperation, they send 
their parents to nursing homes. 


Fit into routine 


HHHC teaches them how to care for 


a parent without disrupting their own 
family life. "You shouldn't have to 
spend all your waking hours with a sick 
parent," Mrs. Walden declares. "We 
teach families how to fit an old person's 
schedule into their ordinary routine." 


To dale, HHHC has seen 3000 pa- 


tients. Most of the visits were paid for 
by Medicare or Medicaid. Under gov- 
ernment regulations, HHHC can make 
200 home care visits to any patient who 
qualifies under Medicare. 


According to Mrs. Walden, HHHC 


saves U.S. taxpayers a fortune. She 
points out that Albuquerque nursing 
homes cost from $21 to $35 a day, 


- whereas HHHC charges $18 a visit and 


averages no more than one or two a 
week for only a few months. 


St. Vincent's Hospital in New York
